Community  Service  at  the  Upper  School 

Many  Upper  School  students  are  involved  in  diverse  service  activities  in 
their  neighborhoods,  churches,  political  organizations,  etc.  RHSM  lan- 
guage clubs  all  do  service  projects,  some  for  local  homeless  and  hungry 
people  and  some  for  international  needs,  such  as  helping  African  girls 
attend  school.  Specific  service  organizations  at  the  Upper  School  are  the 
National  Honor  Society  and  the  Community  Service  Council.  NHS 
involves  more  than  sixty  sophomores.  Juniors  and  seniors,  who  must 
maintain  Honor  Roll  grades  and  perform  a required  amount  of  service  each 
term.  NHS  members  do  several  group  projects  each  trimester,  such  as 
Spring  and  Fall  Adopt-a-Block  and  work  with  the  Utah  Food  Bank,  Ronald 
McDonald  House,  Strut  Your  Mutt,  the  local  Head  Start,  and  the  Cross- 
roads Urban  Center  holiday  give-aways.  The  Community  Service  Council 
consists  of  any  Upper  School  students  who  simply  want  to  do  more  to  help 
the  community.  They  regularly  help  organize  the  Upper  School  portion 
of  our  annual  drives  for  food,  clothing,  and  kitchen  supplies,  as  well  as  our 
major  Navajo  Santa  collection,  which  provides  needed  supplies  and  gifts 
to  the  Navajo  people  of  San  Juan  County.  Community  Service  Council  also 
provides  volunteers  to  Kids'  Cafe  (which  feeds  area  school  children). 
Habitat  for  Humanity,  LifeCare  (which  provides  elderly  and  disabled 
people  with  the  help  they  need  to  remain  in  their  homes)  and  hospital 
programs,  among  others.
